Aleutian Chain. 


Nestor—Carious Native Superstition— 
Was He fransiated? 


[FROM A SPECIAL C OF THE 
OunaLaska, ALEUTIAN [sLanps, July 
80.—The steamer St. Paul, which ar- 


ands,¢ brought a bit of news which 
will doubtless be of interest to the 
Russo-American population of the 
Pacific Coast, though it may be pre- 
mised that it is of a contradictory 
character. Bishop Nestor, head of the 
Greek Catholic Church on the United 
States side:of the Pacific, left San 
Francisco in May last to visit his Aleut 
flock; and, also, with the intention of 
spending the coming winter on the 
Yukon river. After the steamer St. 
Paul, in which he sailed, had trans- 
acted her business at the islands, in 
May and June, she procecded to St. 
Michael's, h aving the Bishop on board 
with his outfit for the winter's cam- 


paign among the Innuit and Esquimo 
of that hyperborean region. On the 


Bishop seemed depressed and discour- 
aged. He frequently expressed the 
opinion that he was not the proper 
person to have charge of this diocese. 

He seemed to think himself lacking in 
the energy and resolution necessai y to” 
a regen ration of native Alaskan hu- 
manity. Nodoubt it would prove a 
herculean job to any one who would 
seriously undertake it; and that’ the 
Bishop was conscientious, all who knew 
him are agreed. His life for many 
years previous to his coming to Amer- 

ica had been passed in the contempla- 


| tive dev-tions of a Russian monastery ; 


and peace and quietness were what he 
longed for in his late position. 

After arriving at St. Michael’s and 
spending some days there, he an- 
nounced his determination to abandon 
the Yukon expedition and return with 
the St. Paul. She sailed from there 
about the middle of July, steaming out 
at 2u’clock in the morning. A few 
minutes before 8 of the same mo-ning 
the Bishop was conversing with Cupt. 
Erskine on deck. At 8 the breakfast 
bell rang, and the Bishop not appear- 
ing at table, search was made for him, 
but he could not be found. When his 
stateroom door was opened, the Bish- 
vp’s watch and meimorandum book 
were found covered with his h. ndker- 


As soon as all hope of his being on 
board was lost, Captain Erskine put 
the steamer about and ran back over 
his course to St. Michael’s, where the 
Bishop’s disappearance was reported.

Captain Erskine says without hesi- 
tation that he thinks the Bishop com- 
mitted suicide by drowning. The na- 
tives here assert that God wanted the 
Bishop, and took him up bodily froin 
the dick of the steamer, as Elijah was 
translated inthe fiery ‘chariot. I ad- 
mit that I was not there, and 
am, ,consequently, not a  com- 
petent witness, but I have no 
doubt that there are people, like Col. 
Ingersoll, for example, who would not 
hesitate to take sides on the question. 
But one thing I doknow, I have never 
read of an instance, since the time of 
Jonab, where sailors did not have a 
strong prejudice against preachers; 
and the Bishop ought not to have gone 
among them. It was the suspicion in 
early youth that I might have to go to 
sea some day which kept me from 
going into the church. So, the ques- 
tion now stands for future disputants 
to decide, whether: (1) the Bishop 
jumped overboara and committed sui- 
cide; or, (2) whether he flew up to 
heaven; or, (8) whether the supersti- 
tious sailors drowned him.

FISH, MUTTON AND-MUSIC. 


wishing in O14 England and Sheep- 
herding in Califoraia. 
To the Editor of The Times: . 

I was born in Lowestoft, Suffolk, 
England, the great fishing town on the 
east coast; only ten aniles from Great 
Yarmouth. Perhaps afew items from 
me concerning herring fishing may 
prove of interest to your readers. 

Smacks, or small schooners of fifty to 
one hundred tons, are employed in this 
industry, manned generally by ten to 
fifteen men each, who for years have 
braved the perils of the: deep. The 
smacks leave the harbor of Lowestoft 
at early dawn, returning at night with a 
eargo of mackerel and herring. A 


_ large fish-market relieves the vessels of 


their fish, which are at once packed in 
boxes and forwarded to London. Allthe 
men work on shares, the captain re- 
‘eeving one-half, the. remainder being 
divided among the men. 

-Itis an interesting sight to see, on a 
summer day, all the boats returuing to 
harbor laden down to the bulwarks with 
fresh herring aud mackere!. Lowestoft 
numbers 20,000 inbabitants, but in Au-| 
gust and September it swells to 40,000, 
chiefly visitors from London. Small 
shows, negro minstrels, vocalists, and 
every variety of amusement, are to be 
geen on the extensive beach, which ex- 
tends for miles, backed by a superior 
class of lodging-houses. All is life and 
activitv, the store-keepers reaping a 
golden harvest, upon which they have 
to subsist during the winter.
